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How We Began

As some of you may know, we’ve been developing a section of our Club web site for collecting as 
much of the history of the Club as we can. That section is available at http://www.mdarc.org/ 
about-us/history-of-the-club. Among the pages there are lists of past officers, award recipients and 
silent keys; news articles about the Club; and pages about our two Club licenses and the Rocky 
Ridge Repeater Group. 


Recently I was contacted by Pete Tormey, N6QGN, who offered copies of a number of docu- 
ments, including numerous Carrier newsletters from the 1950s, one of our earliest constitutions 
and several other documents. Of course, I gladly accepted his offer and have been working to get 
them presented on the web site. It’s a true treasure trove of Club history. 


The document that excites me the most is a summary of the first several years of the Club, cover- 
ing 1947 through 1976. Unfortunately, it does not say who wrote it or when, but it’s very informa- 
tive in any case. The document is long (121 pages) and is available on our web site in PDF form at 
the above link. To give you a flavor of the information in this history, the following are a few bul- 
let items adapted from the document giving highlights from our Club’s first seven months.

“Television”. 
April, 1947 Meeting: Bylaws amended to add 2 Directors at Large to the officers, bringing the 
Board to five members. 
Charter Membership window closed May 1, 1947 
48 Charter members (listed in the document). 
Club incorporated July 18, 1947
